To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  dollars  ($12,000)  for  the  purpose  of  a  property  assessment 
update.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation,  the  Budget  Committee  does 
not  recommend  this  appropriation). 

Gene  Cordes  moved  the  article.  Mike  O'Keefe  seconded.  Gene  Cordes,  Selectmen, 
explained  that  this  article  was  placed  in  the  article  last  year  and  again  this 
year.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  REPORT

In  March  1995  the  Board  of  Selectmen  made  the  first-ever  appointment  of  a  Police 
Chief.  The  unanimous  choice  was  Neal  Janvrin.  Neal's  appointment  carried  with 
it  a  job  description  and  statement  of  understanding. 

In  July  we  saw  the  implementation  of  statewide  Enhanced  911  in  New  Hampshire. 
This  has  been  a  long  time  in  planning  stages  at  the  state  level.  For  Fremont 
this  meant  changing  the  names  of  several  streets  which  were  duplicates  or  sound- 
alike.  Many  hours  were  spent  verifying  that  number  sequencing  is  correct.  We 
continue  to  update  our  records  to  maintain  a  database  accurate  for  all  emergency 
situations.  The  current  Fremont  Street  Map  is  included  herein  and  can  be  found 
at  the  back  of  the  town  report.  Please  be  sure  to  have  your  house  number  posted 
where  it  is  visible  from  the  street,  and  on  both  sides  of  your  mailbox.  Police, 
Fire,  and  EMS  need  to  be  able  to  locate  you  quickly  in  an  emergency  without 
wasted  minutes  searching  for  your  name  or  street  number. 

Street  neimes  which  were  changed  include:  Cross  Lane  to  SHADY  LANE;  Cooperage 
Court  to  SAWMILL  LANE;  James  Merrill  Lane  to  MERRILL  LANE;  Old  Danville  Road  to 
BEAN  ROAD;  Ridge  Road  (at  the  North  Road  end)  to  TAVERN  ROAD;  Ridge  Road  (from 
the  intersection  of  Louise  Lane  at  lot  4-64  to  where  road  becomes  impassable  to 
MEETINGHOUSE  ROAD;  Ridge  Road  (from  intersection  at  lot  4-64  to  Main  Street  to 
LOUISE  LANE;  Ridgewood  Drive  to  RUM  HOLLOW;  Riverfront  Drive  to  KELSEY  DRIVE; 
Rowe's  Landing  to  KIRSTEN'S  LANDING;  Shirkin  Road  (opposite  North  Road)  to  SQUIRE 
ROAD;  Shirkin  Road  (off  Prescott  Road)  to  LOON  WAY;  portion  of  South  Road  where 
Exeter  River  Campground  is  located  to  CLOUGH  CROSSING.  Thank  you  to  all  those 
folks  affected  by  the  changes.   We  appreciate  your  patience  and  cooperation. 

Now,  when  you  dial  911  from  your  home  in  New  Hampshire,  your  name,  address  and 
telephone  number  will  appear  on  the  screen  at  central  911  dispatch  in  Concord. 
It  takes  a  few  seconds  for  the  connection  to  be  made,  which  in  a  crisis  may  seem 
like  an  eternity.  Be  patient  and  don't  hang  up.  From  the  911  dispatch  center, 
your  emergency  will  then  be  directed  to  the  police,  fire  and  EMS  dispatch  centers 
for  Fremont.  The  911  operator  will  verify  the  address  and  town  you  are  calling 
from  so  they  can  accurately  relay  the  call. 

The  biggest  project  during  1996  presents  itself  to  be  the  proposed  construction 
of  a  public  safety  building  on  parcels  3-121  and  3-122  located  on  Main  Street 
across  from  Beede  Hill  Road.  The  Town  has  an  option  to  purchase  the  one  acre  lot 
on  Main  Street,  formerly  the  Pizzeria  Office  Building  (lot  3-122).  The  sale 
price  of  the  lot  is  $80,000  which  you  will  see  in  warrant  article  #5.  The 
purchase  of  this  valuable  property  has  several  advantages.  It  is  in  the  center 
of  town  on  Main  Street  with  direct  access  to  Beede  Hill  Road.  It  will  provide 
access  to  ten  acres  that  the  town  already  owns  behind  it.  The  total  of  11  acres 
will  comfortably  site  the  proposed  building  which  will  house  Fire,  Police, 
Rescue,  and  Emergency  Management  departments.  The  Selectmen,  Department  Heads, 
members  of  the  safety  service  agencies,  and  a  few  citizens  at  large  have  spent 
countless  hours  working  on  the  proposal. 

The  total  estimated  construction  cost  of  the  building  is  $1,740,120.  Voting  to 
approve  the  bonding  for  a  complex  will  not  effect  the  tax  rate  until  fiscal  1997. 
We  will  participate  in  a  bond  sale  in  1996  for  the  estimated  construction  amount. 
We  are  planning  a  bond  that  will  amortize  the  principal  amount  over  the  next  20 
years.  Principal  payments  are  made  annually  (in  August)  in  the  amount  of 
$85,000.  Interest  payments  on  the  bond  are  made  semi-annually  in  February  and 
August.  As  with  any  loan,  the  interest  payments  decrease  over  time.  The  first 
year  of  payment  is  1997  and  the  principal  and  interest  payments  for  1997  total 
$178,725.49.  The  principal  repayment  amount  is  constant  throughout  the  life  of 
the  bond.  The  total  amount  of  the  project  (amount  to  be  bonded)  is  shown  on  the 
1996  warrant  and  budget  pursuant  to  NH  statute.  We  anticipate  using  capital 
reserve  funds  to  reduce  the  bond  principal,  and  any  other  financing  sources  which 
become  available. 

We  apologize  for  the  length  and  complexity  of  the  warrant,  especially  the 
articles  on  the  complex,  capital  reserves,  and  land  purchase.  The  intent  is  to 
use  capital  reserve  funds  to  offset  the  land  cost,  and  use  all  residual  capital 
reserves  to  offset  the  building  cost.  There  are  currently  capital  reserve  funds 
for  land  acquisition,  a  fire  substation,  and  police  station  remodeling.  The 
substation  and  land  funds  will  be  put  together  into  land  acquisition  to  fund  the 
land  purchase  in  total. 
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If  that  is  approved,  there  will  be  some  $20,000  left  in  the  land  acquisition 
fund.  That  money  needs  then  to  be  put  into  the  safety  complex  capital  reserve 
fund  (change  in  purpose).  The  police  station  renovation  funds  (currently  about 
$20,000  as  well)  need  also  be  put  into  the  safety  complex  fund.  This  will 
deposit  a  total  of  about  $40,000  in  the  safety  complex  fund.  All  of  this  money 
(including  interest  to  date)  will  be  used  to  offset  the  principal  amount  of  the 
bond . 

During  1995  significant  deterioration  of  the  deck  on  the  Sandown  Road  Bridge  over 
the  Exeter  River  was  discovered.  There  is  a  warrant  article  in  the  amount  of 
$40,000  for  engineering  work  to  begin  correction  of  this  condition.  This  is  the 
first  of  many  steps  needed  to  participate  in  the  NH  Bridge  Aid  program  and  get 
much-needed  repairs  done  on  the  bridge.  NH  Bridge  Aid  is  an  80/20  State/Town 
construction  program  for  bridges.  We  expect  to  receive  $32,000  reimbursement  for 
this  project. 

Another  of  our  goals  for  1995  which  was  accomplished  was  determining  the  lot  line 
boundaries  of  the  parcel  of  land  utilized  for  the  Fremont  Library.  The  School 
District  cleared  the  title  by  deeding  the  lot  to  the  Town,  and  Parker  Survey 
completed  a  survey  of  the  parcel  last  spring.  Future  expansion  at  the  site  has 
not  been  decided  at  this  point,  but  substantial  information  exists  now  to 
facilitate  such  a  decision. 

A  Purchasing  Policy  has  been  written  and  is  in  the  final  stages  of  adoption.  The 
policy  confirms  and  sets  standards  for  many  of  our  current  spending  practices. 
We  still  have  a  personnel  policy  to  complete  and  put  into  place.  We  feel  that 
this  continues  to  be  an  important  issue  for  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the 
town  and  its  employees  and  volunteers. 

The  Beaver  Creek  legal  matters,  which  have  garnered  so  much  attention  over  a  few 
years,  have  also  come  to  resolution.  The  suit  against  the  town  has  ended,  they 
are  not  operating  in  Fremont  and  the  Town  recovered  $10,000  in  legal  expenses. 
We  are  grateful  for  all  the  community  support  on  this  matter. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  the  Department  Heads,  Town  Officials, 
Volunteers  and  Employees  who  continue  to  serve  this  community  with  true 
dedication. 

Thank  you  for  allowing  us  to  serve  you.  If  you  wish  to  meet  with  us,  we  continue 
to  meet  every  Thursday  evening  beginning  with  Department  Heads  at  7:00  pm.  Feel 
free  to  schedule  an  appointment  by  contacting  our  office  by  noon  on  Wednesdays. 
Our  office  continues  to  be  open  daily.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  year  1995  has  been  another  busy  one  for  our  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  with 
a  total  of  109  reportable  incidents.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  increases  is  the 
increased  use  of  Carbon  Monoxide  Detectors.  The  detectors  have  been  in  use  since 
1990  but  after  the  highly  publicized  deaths  of  three  children  in  Connecticut  in 
1992,  the  government  now  estimates  about  8  million  detectors  are  in  use.  One 
problem  is  that  many  of  the  detectors  are  too  good  and  can  pick  up  cooking  odors 
or  odors  from  sprayed  products.  DON'T  GET  ME  WRONG-CARBON  MONOXIDE  DETECTORS 
SAVE  LIVES.  Of  the  calls  we  have  received,  one  could  have  been  life  threatening 
due  to  a  defective  gas  heating  system.  With  the  use  of  the  Department's  new 
carbon  monoxide  analyzer  were  able  to  pinpoint  the  problem  in  a  short  time. 

Remember,  when  the  Detector  goes  off,  get  EVERYONE  out  of  the  house  and  call  us. 
Don't  open  doors  and  windows  until  we  get  there  with  test  equipment  as  it  will 
lower  the  reading  for  our  tester.  If  you  cannot  get  everyone  out  of  the  house 
due  to  illness  or  infirm  people,  the  by  all  means  open  all  windows  and  doors. 
One  of  the  causes  of  problems  which  we  see  most  often  is  houses  with  garages 
under  or  attached  to  the  house  and  fumes  from  lawn  mowers,  snow  blowers  or  motor 
vehicles  reach  the  detectors.  Again  remember  smoke  and  carbon  monoxide  detectors 
DO  SAVE  LIVES. 

1995  also  had  the  most  serious  forest  fire  weather  that  I  can  remember  in  my  44 
years  on  the  Fire  Department.  There  were  three  Class  5  Red  Flag  Days.  During 
two  of  these  days  we  had  serious  forest  fires,  one  near  Loon  Pond  off  Loon  Way 
near  the  Raymond  line,  and  one  off  of  Chester  Road  at  the  same  time.  These  woods 
fires  demonstrate  the  value  of  the  old  homemade  fire  equipment  that  we  have  put 
together  over  the  years  from  Army  surplus  vehicles  and  old  oil  trucks  that  we 
converted.  These  fires  are  not  the  place  for  the  large  structural  fire  equipment 
that  has  been  commercially  purchased  over  the  years.  These  fires  proved  once 
again  the  value  of  our  Mutual  Aid  system.  The  cost  of  these  two  fires  alone 
totalled  over  $4,000. 

For  many  years  the  current  fire  house  facilities  have  been  inadequate.  We  have 
no  training  facilities  here.  We  are  unable  to  host  any  of  the  area  fire 
organizations  such  as  the  Interstate  Emergency  Unit  monthly  meetings,  or  NH 
Forest  Fire  Warden  Association  meetings  for  lack  of  meeting  room  space.  For 
years  we  have  tried  to  accommodate  insurance  recommendations  for  building 
facilities,  make  safety  improvements  and  updates,  and  just  keep  up  with  the 
rising  maintenance  and  repairs  to  our  existing  facilities,  which  are  busting  at 
the  seams. 

The  last  few  weeks  of  1995  and  early  1996  have  been  spent  in  numerous  meetings 
trying  to  formulate  an  affordable  plan  for  a  new  public  safety  complex.  We  are 
trying  to  keep  costs  down  while  looking  ahead  to  Fremont's  future  needs  to  keep 
up  with  the  rapid  growth  of  our  town.  In  our  long  negotiation  sessions,  we  would 
come  up  with  one  pl^n,  get  the  cost  estimate  back,  (WOW!)  and  go  back  to  the 
drawing  board  to  see  what  we  could  do  to  cut  dollars;  like  support  posts  in  the 
bay  area  between  trucks  to  decrease  the  cost  of  the  roof  structure,  and  moving 
the  generator  outside  to  reduce  the  square  footage  of  the  building,  use  several 
common  areas  for  Fire,  Police,  Fast  Squad,  and  Emergency  Management,  and  a 
meeting  room  large  enough  to  use  as  an  evacuation  shelter.  We  have  done  our  best 
as  it  was  the  Firemen's  Association  money  that  was  used  as  a  $2,500  non- 
refundable deposit  on  the  land  which  we  sincerely  hope  to  purchase.  This 
building  will  be  a  greatly  needed  asset  to  all  of  our  public  safety  services  and 
the  community. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Fire  Personnel  who  have  given  so  freely  of  their  time  for 
the  Fire  Department,  also  to  their  wives  and  sweethearts  who  give  up  so  much  so 
that  their  significant  other  can  do  their  job  as  a  Fremont  Firefighter.  Thanks 
also  to  the  new  complex  committee  who  has  met  night  after  night  to  get  facts  and 
figures  together  for  the  March  Town  Meeting.   Thank  you  all.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  1995  the  Fremont  Police  Department  responded  to  1579  calls  for  service  and  263 
animal  control  complaints.  We  did  4246  vacant  house  checks  and  1831  business 
checks.   We  stopped  935  cars  and  made  78  arrests.

In  July  of  1995  the  State-wide  Enhanced  911  program  went  on  line.  This  has 
proven  to  be  a  valuable  asset  when  we  have  had  to  locate  a  residence  in  an 
emergency.  The  911  operators  are  specially  trained  to  assist  you  in  any 
emergency.  E911  is  there  for  your  protection,  it  takes  a  few  seconds  for  the 
call  to  get  connected  but  it  will  be  answered. 

We  still  need  your  help,  there  have  been  problems  with  locating  addresses  because 
a  visible  number  is  missing.  Your  street  number  should  be  on  both  sides  of  your 
mailbox  and  outside  of  the  building  next  to  the  front  door.  The  numbers  should 
be  of  sufficient  size  and  with  enough  color-contrast  to  be  easily  seen  from  the 
street. 

We  again  urge  all  of  our  residents  to  become  more  aware  of  your  neighborhood. 
If  you  see  a  problem  or  you  think  something  is  not  right,  please  call  us  by 
calling  the  Rockingham  County  Dispatch  Center  at  679-2225.  If  you  are  going  to 
be  away,  arrange  with  a  neighbor  to  pick  up  your  mail  and  newspapers.  Call  or 
come  in  to  the  police  station,  fill  out  a  request  for  a  vacant  house  check  and 
we  will  put  you  on  our  House  Check  List. 

As  our  community  continues  to  grow  and  the  demands  for  service  increase  it  has 
become  very  apparent  that  all  of  the  emergency  service.  Police,  Fire,  Rescue,  and 
Emergency  Management  have  outgrown  their  quarters.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
sanctioned  a  public  opinion  poll  in  March  of  1995.  The  response  showed  that  a 
majority  of  our  citizens  favored  a  public  safety  complex  that  is  centrally 
located.  A  Public  Safety  Complex  Building  Committee  was  formed.  The  committee 
includes  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Department  Head  and  other  members 
of  each  emergency  service,  and  a  number  of  concerned  citizens.  This  committee 
has  worked  long  and  hard  to  be  able  to  present  a  solution  to  the  voters  at  our 
annual  Town  Meeting. 

With  the  financial  support  of  many  of  our  businesses  and  private  citizens,  and 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Fremont  School  Board,  staff  at  Ellis  School,  the 
Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Department,  and  the  dedication  of  Barbara  Baker,  we 
were  able  to  complete  a  D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education)  Program  in 
1995.  This  program  is  taught  for  17  weeks  at  the  Ellis  School  by  certified 
D.A.R.E.  instructions.  We  were  able  to  again  offer  this  program  in  the  1995-96 
school  year. 

The  Fremont  Police  Department  Explorer  post  #249  has  completed  its  first  full 
year.  The  commitment  of  the  cadets  and  the  advisors  to  the  explorer  program  has 
been  outstanding.  The  Cadets  have  proven  themselves  to  be  a  valuable  asset  to 
the  Fremont  Police  Department  and  the  Town  of  Fremont. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  Fremont  for  your  continued  cooperation  and 
support.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Office  Staff,  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  Rescue  Squad,  Highway  Department,  and  each  member 
of  the  Police  Department:  Barbara  Baker,  Lieutenant  Peter  lamb.  Sergeant  Clifford 
Emery  Jr,  Officers  Charles  Rand,  Roger  Anderson,  Daniel  Whitman  and  Reese  Bassett 
for  their  support  in  1995.

In  1995  the  Fremont  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  had  another  successful  year 
with  recreational  programs  in  the  Town  of  Fremont.

Breakfast  with  the  Easter  Bunny,  Bike  and  Doll  Carriage  Parade  in  conjunction 
with  the  Memorial  Day  Parade.  The  summer  months  brought  the  construction  of  a 
new  playground  at  the  Joe  Bonis  Memorial  Field  and  in  July  and  August  the  Summer 
Recreation  Program's  enrollment  increased  to  approximately  125  children.

Upcoming  projects  for  1996  include  some  adult  classes,  a  sporting  event  and 
additional  field  work  needed  to  adhere  to  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  at 
the  Joe  Bonis  Memorial  Field. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Commission  for  their  time 
and  dedication  throughout  the  year.  Also,  thank  you  to  the  Friends  of  Fremont, 
Fremont  Athletic  Association,  Ellis  School,  local  businesses,  Selectmen  and  Town 
Office  staff  for  their  continued  support.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Consider  this;  New  Hampshire  State  Law  -  RSA  673:1  allows  for  the  establishment 
of  Local  Land  Use  Boards  (Planning  Boards)  and  RSA  673:1  1  states  that  members 
shall  be  residents  of  the  municipality.  RSA  673:2  1  A  determines  the  number  of 
members  that  can  serve  on  the  Planning  Board.  RSA  674:1  states  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  prepare  and  amend  the  Master  Plan  to  guide  the 
development  of  the  municipality.  RSA  674:1  A  gives  the  responsibility  for 
promoting  interest  in,  and  understanding  of,  the  Master  Plan. 

Therefore,  the  Master  Plan  is  an  important  document  for  the  future  of  any 
municipality.  It  contains  reports  and  statements  on  land  use  and  for  desirable 
development  of  the  town  legally  and  logically  within  the  planning  jurisdiction. 
The  Planning  Board  guides  the  development  of  the  plan  and  educates  officials  and 
citizens  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  mission  of  the  plan.  Through  the 
weekly  meetings  of  the  Planning  Board  the  master  plan  philosophy  is  used  to 
review  applications  for  business  and  housing  development,  land  excavation  for 
sand  and  gravel,  etc.  There  is  no  formal  training  for  planning  board  members 
when  they  join.  Training  is  provided  which  usually  depends  on  working  around  a 
persons  full-time  schedule.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  responsibility  with  the 
position  of  a  Planning  Board  member. 

The  planning  boards  of  the  past  and  present  have  worked  very  hard  to  carry  out 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  entrusted  to  them  to  protect  the  rights  of 
individuals  and  property  owners  residing  in  Fremont  NH.  If  you  have  suggestions, 
questions  or  concerns  feel  free  to  call  upon  the  Board  or  plan  to  attend  one  of 
the  meetings. 

In  1995  the  Board  was  saddened  by  the  departure  of  Wayne  Copp  and  Brian  Hardy 
truly  dedicated,  knowledgeable  and  professional  individuals  who  will  be  very 
difficult  to  replace.  The  Board  did  welcome  Cynthia  Ouellet  as  a  full  member 
which  has  again  given  a  new  perspective  due  to  her  experience  in  real-estate  law. 

In  1995  the  Board  dealt  with  the  following  issues  and  items; 

*  Approved  -  8  Excavation  Permits,  6  Subdivisions,  1  Lot  line  Adjustment,  5 
Site  Plan  Reviews 

*  The  Board  made  great  strides  in  processing  applications  for  small 
businesses  with  the  assigning  of  a  board  member  to  assist  the  applicant 
through  the  process.  This  procedure  has  also  helped  to  take  the  fear  out 
of  some  applicants  in  applying  to  the  Board  due  to  the  somewhat 
encompassing  requirements  and  rules  &  regulations  used  by  the  town. 

*  The  Board  continued  to  update  the  Master  Plan  in  1995  and  there  are  4 
remaining  chapters  to  be  completed  in  1996. 

*  The  Board  continued  to  receive  excellent  secretarial  services  from  Mrs. 
Meredith  Bolduc  which  has  greatly  improved  the  efficiency  of  the  board.

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RESCUE  SQUAD  REPORT 


1995  was  the  busiest  year  to  date  for  the  Rescue  Squad, 
the  number  of  day  and  evening  calls. 


We  had  an  increase  in 


The  Rescue  Squad  purchased  a  1987  GM  four-wheel  drive  utility-type  truck  to 
replace  our  1979  Ford  ambulance.  Rescue  members  helped  to  repaint,  rewire  and 
spruce  up  the  truck  to  needed  specifications  and  we  stayed  within  our  budget  as 
usual.  Moneys  spent  on  this  vehicle  will  guarantee  many  years  of  dependable 
service  for  Fremonters  and  people  passing  through. 

Normally  the  Rescue  Squad  is  made  up  of  mostly  Fremont  firemen  but  this  year  was 
a  dramatic  change  for  the  better.  Police  Chief  Neal  Janvrin,  Officers  Charles 
Rand  and  Dan  Whitman  have  completed  the  needed  emergency  training  courses  and 
joined  the  Rescue  Squad  roster.  Heidi  Carlson,  the  Selectmen's  Administrator  has 
also  joined  the  Squad  providing  some  needed  female  expertise  and  responds  to 
numerous  daytime  calls.  Membership  is  now  at  a  record  size  of  14  people.  All 
of  these  above  people  have  greatly  improved  our  daytime  coverage  for  emergency 
care  in  Fremont,  which  has  always  been  a  problem.  Many  thanks  to  the  Fremont 
Police  and  Fire  members. 

Many  of  the  Squad  members  recertified  or  upgraded  their  emergency  medical  skills 
with  the  funding  provided  by  the  Town. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  supported  us  and  made  the  Rescue 
Squad  a  success.  Anyone  interested  in  the  Rescue  should  call  Benny  at  895-9327 
days  or  evenings  for  more  information.  We  do  need  more  female  members  to 
properly  cover  the  Town  days  and  nights.

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ROAD  AGENT  REPORT 

In  March  of  1996  I  hope  to  be  starting  my  10th  year  as  Road  Agent.  Although  we 
are  still  part-time  it  often  feels  full-time.  The  road  mileage  has  more  than 
doubled  in  ten  years. 

I  feel  that  our  plan  in  rebuilding  roads  and  equipment  is  adequate  for  a  few 
years  but  we  do  need  a  building  to  store  salt  and  sand.  We  have  saved  almost 
$20,000  for  it.  You  probably  realize  we  still  only  use  a  minimum  amount  of  salt, 
mostly  to  mix  with  sand  to  stop  the  sand  from  freezing  solid.  Even  a  minimum 
amount  of  salt  helps  to  clear  the  roads.  I  realize  there  are  times  when  our 
roads  are  still  snow-covered  and  I  hope  you  remember  that  Town  Policy  is  still 
to  use  salt  sparingly. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  all  the  truck  drivers  who  work  so  hard  and  are 
dedicated  to  making  our  roads  safe.  They  make  my  job  easier.  Thank  you  to  the 
voters  for  the  new  sander.  It  is  much  different  than  the  other  two  we  own  and 
is  practically  maintenance-free.  It  is  more  efficient  and  works  great.  The  new 
plow  is  also  in  service  and  has  been  another  great  asset. 

Last  year  for  major  projects  we  reconstructed  Sandown  Road  and  hottopped  it  with 
a  two  inch  binder.  We  also  overlayed  the  new  section  of  North  Road  with  a  one 
inch  finish  of  hottop.  At  the  finish  of  that  section  I  still  hadn't  spent  the 
entire  $30,000  appropriated  and  made  a  quick  decision  to  overlay  the  rest  of 
North  Road  from  Leavitt  to  Beede  Hill  Road.  Then  I  didn't  realize  that  the 
$30,000  was  specifically  for  one  mile  only,  and  the  remaining  cost  came  from  the 
regular  budget.  There  were  some  unexpected  financial  outlays  such  as  the  Sandown 
Road  bridge  repairs  and  engineering  fees  totalling  some  $3,000. 

Over  the  last  nine  years  thanks  to  you,  the  voters,  we  have  done  some  major 
reconstruction.  This  year  we  plan  to  shim  and  overlay  Leavitt  and  Rogers  Roads, 
Louise  Lane  (old  section) ,  Poplin  Drive  and  Pond  Lane  with  very  little 
reconstruction,  a  couple  of  culverts  and  shoulder  work.  With  much  of  the  major 
reconstruction  work  done  it  looks  like  the  shim  and  overlay  with  one  inch  of 
hottop  is  a  good  maintenance  plan.  We  hope  to  fund  and  be  able  to  do  two  miles 
per  year. 

The  best  part  of  my  report  for  this  year  is  that  with  no  major  reconstruction 
planned,  we  have  cut  some  $88,000  from  the  budget  request  for  1996.  It  will  work 
out  well  as  the  Sandown  Road  Bridge  is  in  need  of  repair/replacement  and  that 
money  will  help  offset  the  cost  of  the  bridge. 

Lastly  I  must  say  that  1995  was  my  best  year  yet.  The  cooperation  I  got  from  all 
the  Departments  was  overwhelming.  I  want  to  say  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  for 
their  hard  work  and  cooperation  to  make  my  job  better  and  easier.  Also  I  want 
to  thank  the  Police  Department  for  all  they  do.  Thanks  to  Alice  and  Heidi  in  the 
office,  especially  Heidi  who  works  so  hard  watching  my  budget  and  does  her  part 
to  make  sure  everything  is  taken  care  of.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Fulfilling  the  Conservation  Commission's  primary  role  (making  informed 
recommendations  regarding  the  town's  wetland  resources)  has  kept  Commission 
members  very  busy  throughout  the  year.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the 
Commission's  agenda  has  included  the  review  of  many  wetland  dredge,  and  fill 
applications  from  developers,  contractors,  and  homeowners.  Recommendations 
concerning  revisions  to  the  Master  Plan,  aerial  photography  of  the  town's 
wetlands,  and  recommendations  concerning  wetland  ordinance  violations  have  all 
added  to  the  Commission's  workload. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  inform  the  citizens  of  Fremont  that 
timber  harvest  revenues  from  the  town's  Oakridge  Conservation  Lands  have  added 
$2,108.30  to  the  town's  general  fund  and  that  further  forest  management  of  the 
conservation  lands  has  been  planned  for  the  upcoming  year.  Plans  to  establish 
a  forest  stewardship  program  to  promote  wildlife  habitat  improvement  on  the 
conservation  land  have  also  begun. 

In  addition,  the  commission  has  begun  formulating  a  conservation  plan  to  enhance 
town-owned  properties.  Part  of  this  plan  has  been  an  investigation  into  the 
replacement  of  the  dead  and  dying  trees  in  front  of  Ellis  School. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  pm 
in  the  town  hall.  Citizen  input  concerning  town  conservation  issues  is  always 
welcome.

STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

On  December  7,  1995  I  was  sworn  in  as  the  representative  for  Rockingham  District 
10,  which  includes  the  Towns  of  Chester  and  Fremont.  I  began  my  second  term  of 
office  with  my  reappointment  to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Departments  and 
Administration.  This  committee  is  responsible  to  consider  matters  pertaining  to 
the  general  administration  of  state  laws  and  changes  therein;  matters  of  policy 
pertaining  to  the  executive  departments;  matters  relating  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Retirement  System;  professional  licensure;  and  other  matters  as  may  be  referred 
to  it. 

The  Legislature  met  in  session  on  26  days  during  which  debate  on  some  697  House 
and  Senate  bills  that  had  been  introduced  was  conducted.  The  424  Member 
Legislature  passed  310  bills,  or  44.5%,  which  were  signed  into  law  by  Governor 
Merrill.  I  spent  a  total  of  80  days  in  Concord  on  behalf  of  my  constituents 
during  the  1995  session. 

Also  in  1995  I  was  selected  as  a  member  of  the  Rockingham  County  Executive  Board 
and  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  overseeing  the  Maintenance  Department 
of  the  County  Complex.  We  have  oversight  responsibility  on  the  county  budget, 
which  now  totals  over  43  million  dollars. 

I  logged  a  total  of  5,119  miles  on  State  and  Rockingham  County  business.  My  job 
is  made  a  bit  easier  when  you  are  willing  to  share  your  thoughts  and  ideas  with 
me.

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REPORT  OF  ROCKINGHAM  COMMUNITY  ACTION 

Rockingham  Community  Action  (RCA)  is  a  private,  non-profit  corporation.  Our  mission  is  to  serve  the  multitude  of  needs  of  Rockingham 
County's  low-income  residents  by  assisting  them  in  coping  with  the  hardships  of  poverty,  giving  them  the  tools  to  lift  themselves  out  of 
poverty  and  seeking  to  eradicate  the  root  causes  of  poverty.  RCA  has  been  addressing  these  needs  for  thirty  years. 

Greater  Raymond  Community  Action  Center  is  an  outreach  office  of  RCA  that  serves  residents  of  Fremont  and  12  other  communities,  and 
as  such  acts  as  Fremont's  central  resource  for  information  regarding  all  available  human  services.  RCA  also  offers  intake,  clinic  and 
distribution  sites  in  over  half  of  the  county's  thirty-seven  communities  for  the  application  and  provision  of  various  Community  Action  services. 

Community  Action  provides  a  wide  range  of  services  that  are  unduplicated  elsewhere  in  the  county.  Most  of  these  services  meet  immediate, 
critical  needs  and  all  have  a  direct  and  positive  impact  on  people's  lives.  The  following  services  were  provided  by  Community  Action  to 
eligible  residents  of  Fremont  from  July  1 ,  1 994  through  June  30,  1 995. 

40  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  that  provided  a  financial  grant  of  up  to  $585  to  income  eligible  households  to  assist, 
with  energy-related  expenses;  some  households  also  received  budget  and  energy  counseling  and/or  furnace  cleaning  services.  H 

3  homes  were  weatherized  through  the  Weatherization  or  Energy  Management  Services  Programs,  which  provide  high  quality  energy 
conservation  matehals  and  skilled  labor  to  weatherize  homes  of  income-eligible  and  high  energy-using  households  in  order  to  reduce 
heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

30  children  and  day  care  providers  participated  in  the  Family  Day  Care  Program,  which  provides  training  and  technical  assistance  to  day 
care  providers  and  sponsorship  of  the  USDA  Child  and  Adult  Care  Food  Program. 

7  child  care  referrals  were  arranged  through  the  Child  Care  Resource  and  Referral  Program,  which  compiles  current  data  on  all  available 
child  care  options,  provides  child  care  referrals  to  employees  of  participating  companies  as  well  as  to  the  general  public,  and  expands  the 
supply  of  quality  child  care  by  recruiting,  training  and  assisting  new  child  care  providers. 

45  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC  or  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Programs:  WIC  offers  supplemental 
nutritious  foods,  nutrition  education,  breast-feeding  support  and  health  care  screening/referrals  to  pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers, .infants 
and  children  up  to  the  age  of  five;  the  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program  provides  monthly  allotments  of  commodity  foods  and 
nutrition  education  materials  to  senior  citizens,  postpartum  women  and  5  year  old  children. 

1  child  was  enrolled  in  Head  Start,  a  comprehensive  early  childhood  development  program  that  provides  education,  health,  nutrition  and 
family  support  services  to  income  eligible  pre-school  children  and  their  families. 

34  food  allotments  were  provided  through  the  Surplus  Food  and  Emergency  Food  Assistance  Programs:  the  Surplus  Food  Program 
distributed  USDA  surplus  food  to  eligible  households  through  mass  distnbutions  held  four  times  each  year;  the  Emergency  Food  Assistance 
Program  distributes  food  to  emergency  food  pantries,  soup  kitchens  and  shelters  throughout  Rockingham  County. 

5  households  received  Crisis  Services,  programs  that  provide  one-time  financial  grants  to  income  eligible  households  for  the  payment  of 
rent,  mortgage,  electricity,  fuel  or  other  basic  necessities  for  those  facing  evictions,  foreclosures,  utility  terminations,  lack  of  fuel  or  other 
emergencies. 

1  households  were  enrolled  in  the  Emergency  Response  System,  a  program  that  provides  immediate  twenty-four  hour  access  to  community 
medical  responders  for  disabled  individuals  in  order  to  ensure  their  safety  and  maintain  their  independence  and  quality  of  life. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted  to  working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help.  Dunng  the  past 
year,  we  logged  147  calls  or  visits  from  Fremont  residents,  many  of  which  were  chsis  calls  involving  fuel  or  utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food 
or  clothing,  or  general  financial  needs.  By  working  closely  together  with  local  and  state  welfare  administrators,  fuel  and  utility  companies, 
other  human  service  agencies  and  interested  clergy  and  civic  groups,  we  are  able  to  link  those  in  need  with  the  services  available  to  them. 

The  services  provided  by  our  staff,  together  with  the  programs  provided  by  our  agency,  have  a  direct  and  significant  effect  on  Fremont's 
welfare  budget.  If  our  services  were  decreased  due  to  lack  of  funding,  the  town  would  experience  a  resulting  increase  in  requests  for  local 
welfare  assistance. 

Since  the  services  we  provide  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve  of  the  full  financial  burden  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their  low-income 
residents,  we  ask  every  community  we  serve  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  our  agency  based  upon  the  level  of  service  we  have 
provided  to  its  residents.  The  amount  we  request  equals  4.5%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  services  we  provided  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year,  which  means  that  we  request  $4.50  for  every  $100.00  we  provided  in  direct  services. 

From  July  1,  1994  through  June  30,  1995,  Community  Action  provided  $70,026  in  services  to  Fremont  residents.  We  are  therefore 
requesting  the  town  of  Fremont  to  contribute  4.5%  of  this  amount,  or  $3,151 .  The  town  of  Fremont  has  contnbuted  to  our  agency  for  many 
years,  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  you  for  your  continued  support.

This  was  the  fourth  year  the  District 
has  conducted  the  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  program  for  the  member  towns. 
We  held  two  collections  -  in  Hampton  in 
the  Spring  and  Sandown  in  the  Fall. 
The  collection  in  Hampton  was  held  on 
May  13,  1995.  A  total  of  474  cars 
attended  the  collection  representing  506 
households.  The  collection  in  Sandown 
was  held  on  October  7,  1995.  A  total  of 
144  cars  attended  representing  148 
households.  At  our  first  collection  in 
1992,  8\%  of  the  participants  had  never 
been  to  a  HHW  collection  before.  This 
year   52%  had   never   been   to  a   collection. 

The  total  cost  for  both  collections  was 
$28,037.  A  grant  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  based  on  the  popula;tion  of 
the  District  member  towns,  in  the  amount 
of  $8,616.  helped  to  offset  the  costs. 
The  remainder  was  paid  out  of  District 
funds  which  had  been  set  aside  for  tliis 
purpose.  The     per     car      cost     for     the 

Hampton  collection  was  $43.70;  and  the 
per  car  cost  for  the  Sandown  collection 
was   $49.70. 

Based  on  the  positive  response  we 
receive  to  these  collections,  the 
committee  feels  they  are  a  very 
important  function  of  the  District  and 
should  continue.

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School  Board  Report 

The  1995\1996  school  year  is  marked  by  change  at  Ellis  School. 

In  the  summer  of  1995,  members  of  the  community,  Ellis  School  staff,  and  the  School 
Board  participated  in  a  principal  search  resulting  in  the  hiring  of  Mary  Jo  Reynolds,  from 
the  Pentucket  Regional  School  District  in  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Reynolds  brings  with  her 
20  years  of  experience  in  various  educational  leadership  roles  and  we  look  forward  to  a 
long,  productive  relationship  with  her. 

This  year  we  continue  our  journey  into  the  world  of  technology.  In  June,  we  hired  Janet 
Loughlin  as  Media  Specialist.  Mrs.  Loughlin,  along  with  Mrs.  Reynolds,  has  developed 
a  Technology  Mission  Statement  and  Technology  Curriculum  for  Ellis  School  that 
targets  age-appropriate  technological  skill  mastery  for  all  students  at  Ellis. 

Teachers  and  other  staff  members  were  encouraged  to  attend  a  week-long  Computer  In 
Service  program  held  at  the  school  in  late  June.  Faculty  members  were  exposed  to  a 
variety  of  ways  in  which  the  computers  can  be  used  to  enrich  their  classroom  programs 
and  facilitate  them  in  their  work. 

Overcrowding  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  significant  problems  facing  Ellis  School. 
Our  current  enrollment  is  396  in  grades  1  through  8,  with  24  additional  students  in  our 
preschool  program.  Our  building  is  considered  to  be  at  100%  utilization  with  435 
students.  The  Cooperative  Planning  Committee  (formerly  known  as  the  Middle  School 
Committee)  continues  to  investigate  solutions  to  this  problem  and  will  make  its  report  at 
the  March  School  District  Meeting. 

This  year  the  position  of  physical  education  teacher,  held  by  Diane  Jackson,  has  been 
expanded  to  full-time  to  accommodate  the  enlarged  student  population.  Mrs.  Jackson 
has  been  very  helpful  in  initiating  new  and  varied  activities  for  all  of  the  students  at  Ellis. 

The  cafeteria  now  serves  breakfast  before  school  begins.  Many  studies  have  concluded 
that  a  nutritious  breakfast  is  a  key  indicator  of  student  performance  and  our  hope  is  that 
more  students  will  take  advantage  of  this  program. 

At  Ellis  School  we  continue  to  regard  our  students  as  our  future,  striving  to  provide  them 
with  the  life  skills  necessary  to  cope  with  an  ever-changing  environment  and  to  enable 
them  to  develop  problem-solving  skills  to  affect  positive  change  within  our  world.

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Superintendent's  Report 


The  Ellis  School  has  made  significant  progress  in  many  areas.  The  school  board's  goal  of 
providing  a  high  quality  community  school  for  all  of  its  grade  1-8  students  continues  to  progress. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  the  SAU  office  was  reorganized  and  a  business  manager,  Robert  Berry, 
was  hired.  Mr.  Berry  accepted  a  new  position  in  September  and  our  new  business  manager  is 
Barbara  Munsey.  Mrs.  Munsey  was  previously  the  chair  of  the  Fremont  School  Board  and  is 
well  known  to  the  Fremont  community.  In  the  short  time  that  she  has  been  with  us,  Mrs.  Munsey 
has  already  made  many  fine  contributions  to  the  SAU  office.  We  have  implemented  a  new 
computer  system  which  allows  us  to  keep  the  boards  closely  informed  of  expenditures,  revenues 
and  special  ed  costs.  It  has  helped  us  to  greatly  improve  our  projections  and  budget  procedures. 

Once  again  I  met  with  the  Fremont  School  Board  in  the  summer  and  established  our  goals  for  the 
1995-96  school  year.  The  school  board's  emphasis  was  in  the  area  of  curriculum  improvement 
and  many  of  their  goals  are  well  underway  and  have  been  implemented  at  the  school  this  year.  A 
middle  school  philosophy  has  been  developed  and  many  middle  school  programs  such  as  teacher 
advisor  programs,  intramural  programs  and  block  scheduling  have  been  implemented.  All 
middle  school  students  have  at  least  a  half  year  of  computer  instruction.  A  new  computer 
curriculum  has  been  implemented  and  computer  skills  are  being  taught  to  all  students  at  the  Ellis 
School.  A  new  math  curriculum  and  math  continuum  of  skills  has  been  implemented  in  grades 
1-8.  Math  portfolios  have  been  implemented  in  all  grades  and  are  being  used  during  teacher- 
parent  conferences. 

During  the  spring  of  1995,  Mr.  Richard  Tuohy,  principal  of  the  Ellis  School,  resigned.  The 
school  board  implemented  a  thorough  search  to  find  a  new  principal.  We  had  approximately  40 
applicants  for  the  position.  A  committee  was  chosen  to  read  the  applications  and  select  10 
finalists.  After  this  was  accomplished,  a  committee  made  up  of  parents,  community  members. 
school  board  members,  teachers  and  administration  interviewed  the  final  1 0  candidates  and  chose 
3  finalists  to  be  interviewed  by  the  school  board  and  the  superintendent.  After  the  final 
interviews  were  conducted,  Mrs.  Mary  Jo  Reynolds  was  offered  the  position  as  principal  of  the 
Ellis  School.  Mrs.  Reynolds  comes  to  us  from  the  Pentucket  School  in  West  Newbury, 
Massachusetts.  She  has  been  a  director  of  pupil  personnel  for  many  years,  and  is  certified  in 
administration  and  special  education.  In  the  short  time  that  Mrs.  Reynolds  has  been  at  the 
school,  she  has  implemented  many  of  the  school  boards  goals  and  many  of  her  own  new  ideas. 
Mrs.  Reynolds  is  focusing  on  the  curriculum  goals  of  the  school  board  and  has  made  a  great  deal 
of  progress  on  these  goals.  1  am  very  optimistic  about  the  overall  progress  of  the  Ellis  School 
this  year. 
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The  school  currently  has  over  400  pupils  and  overcrowding  is  becoming  an  issue.  Next  year  we 
may  have  to  use  our  last  available  classroom,  which  is  the  present  art  room.  This  would  mean 
that  the  art  program  would  have  to  be  taught  in  the  classrooms  and  not  in  a  separate  area  as  in 
past  years.  The~school  board  has  been  deeply  involved  in  this  issue  and  will  have  a  report  for  the 
town  at  the  school  district  meeting. 

The  Fremont  School  Board  and  administration  is  working  to  provide  an  educational  program  and 
instructional  techniques  which  will  permit  each  child  to  develop  to  his  or  her  potential.  I  feel  we 
are  making  great  strides  in  this  direction.

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Principal's  Report 


Many  changes  have  taken  place  at  EUis  School  since  last  June.  Not  only  is  there  a  new 
principal  and  six  new  faculty  members,  there  are  also  many  more  children  than  the  EUis 
School  has  seen  before.  EnroUment  now  hovers  around  410  students,  and  the  building  is 
pleasantly  bursting.  Rooms  that  were  formally  used  for  oflBces  or  resource  rooms  are 
now  classrooms.  Special  areas  teachers  such  as  Speech,  Occupational  Therapy  and  Special 
Education  share  space  that  formally  was  theirs  alone.  While  a  great  deal  of  energy  has 
gone  into  coping  with  the  changes  wrought  by  a  rapidly  mcreasing  population,  the  faculty 
at  EUis  School  have  continued  to  move  forward  with  many  new  educational  initiatives 
begun  this  year. 

The  Middle  School  organization  now  includes  computer  and  guidance  classes  for  aU 
students.  Students  in  these  grades  also  have  a  variety  of  cocurricular  programs  designed  to 
give  them  the  opportunity  to  grow  and  explore  different  interests.  This  year  our  chorus 
program  involves  approximately  30  students.  Our  intramural  sports  programs  include 
soccer  ,  running  club,  beginning  tennis,  basketbaU  and  voUeybaU.  Additional  organizations 
and  activities  include  Science  Club,  Writers  Lab,  Literature  Lab,  Math  Helps,  Student 
Council,  Pubhc  Speaking,  participation  in  Odyssey  of  the  Mind,  EUis  School  SpeUing 
Bee,  Memorial  Day  Essay  Contest,  and  the  Young  Authors  Program.  Most  of  these 
activities  take  place  during  the  regular  school  day  and  are  intended  to  supplement  our 
academic  program. 

Our  Computer  lab  is  now  operational,  with  aU  classes  scheduled  in  weekly.  Students  in 
grades  six  have  three  computer  classes  a  week,  while  students  in  grades  seven  and  eight 
work  daily  in  the  lab  for  one  half  a  year.  We  have  fourteen  student  computers  in  use  and 
students  and  teachers  have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  the  machines.  Teachers  are  also  in 
the  process  of  previewing  software  and  making  purchases  for  specific  curricular  areas. 
The  entire  staff  of  the  EUis  School  is  presently  engaged  in  the  process  of  articulatmg 
outcomes  that  we  expect  of  aU  children.  Being  exphcit  about  what  we  are  aiming  for, 
wo\ild,  we  decided,  improve  our  effectiveness  and  keep  our  eyes  on  high  expectations.  By 
being  clear  we  hope  that  it  wiU  be  easier  for  parents  to  coUaborate  with  us,  because  we 
know  that  when  we  work  together  to  accompUsh  the  same  goals  our  chances  of 
succeeding  are  increased  enormously. 

The  staff  of  the  EUis  School  beUeves  that  effort  leads  to  success,  that  consistent  effort 
can  overcome  enormous  obstacles  and  that  working  hard  makes  one  smart.  As  a  staff  we 
are  proud  of  our  work,  but  we  know  that  as  good  as  we  are,  we  can  be  better.  It  is  our 
hope  that  as  we  improve  we  wiU  model  the  openness,  the  risk  taking  and  the  creativity  we 
want  to  inspire  in  our  students.  The  ultimate  determination  of  how  good  a  school  we  have 
wiU  depend  not  only  on  the  quahty  of  mstruction  and  the  caUber  of  our  students  but  also 
on  the  way  we  treat  each  other  in  the  daUy  routines  of  school  life.  Respecting  and 
celebrating  our  differences  and  learning  how  to  cooperate  with  one  another  are  the 
foundation  of  our  fliture  success. 

We  thank  the  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  his  staff,  and  the 
parents  of  our  students  for  making  this  year  a  successfiil  one  for  our  staff  and  the  students 
of  EUis  School.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Fremont  School  District 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1995.  These  general -purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on 
these  general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general -purpose  financial  statements. 
An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general -purpose  financial  statement  presentation.

The  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Fremont 
School  District  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should 
be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general -purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Fremont  School  District,  as  of  June  30,  1995,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general -purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Fremont  School  District.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to 
the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general -^./Urpose  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.
